Staff 
arrived and separated the two. was adamant that he never had a chance to defend himself and 
did not hit or assault | 

told me he was transported to Cascade Valley Hospital for treatment of injuries. 


I observed ^aceration on ^^B right eye that had bandage on it. This appeared to be about a half 
inch lon^^M also had what appeared to be a scratch on his left cheek area, about 2 inches in 
length. |^^face appeared to be swollen, especially on the right side. Hstated that he is now 
sufferin<prom migraine headaches from the assault.
